Taylor of Oakland, said excessive
overwork for.a long period, which
had weakened his vitality, was in-
directly responsible for Mr. Creed's
death, which followed a stroke of
apoplexy suffered at noon Friday.
Mr. Creed had been confined for
three days, but his condition had
not been alarming prior to the
stroke, and his death came with
shocking suddenness to financial
circles.

Mr. Creed had been known as an
-authority on public service|corpor~
ations since 1915, when as attor-
ney for the People’'s Water Com-
pany, he became a vitdl factor in
its hectic affairs. He readjusted
the organization and attained its
presidency, remaining at its head
until 1917, when it was involved in
a reorganization and merger out of
‘which grew - the East Bay Water
company. He was given the presi-
“ dency of the new company, and
held it until 1920, when he suc-
ceeded the jate Frank Drum as
president of the Pa¢ific Gas and
Electric company. :

In addition to his presidency of
Columbia Steel and P. G. and E.,
Mr. Creed was president of the C.
A. Hooper Foundation, president of
the Contra Costa County -Bank,
director of the Wells Fargo Bank
and Union Trust Company, the As-
sociated Oil Company and the East
